Chairman Palmer introduced Ex-Gov- 


ernor Flower who was given an enthusi- 
astic reception and who made a strong 
and vigorous speech and able plea for 
Bound money. The attitude taken toward 
the Chicago platform and ticket is indi- 
cated In the following opening words of 
bis speech.

witt a TRANSCRIPT reporter yesterday 
afternoon showed himself to be quite a 
student of economic and Industrial condi- 
tion. Besides his work as organizer he 
writes trMolts occasionally for a trade 
publication, The Tailor, in which he gives 
th« deductions he makes from his wide 
experience. 
These articles show his 


grasp of the industrial situation more 
forcibly than his conversation even. In a 
recent one he called attention to the part 
women are playing in the tailor Uade- 
Evidently he finds that Immigration is 
furnishing a needlewoman of considerable 
expertnesi that in these days of the divi- 
sion of labor is slowly wording a rovqlu- 
tion in the trade of garment making, 
Having lower standards of living than 
American women, or women from tbe 
western part of Europe, they work for far 
Wer wages than the much spoken of low 
wages of women as compared with men. 
They are not only serious competitors 
with the k.en in the trade, but with the 
Women 
belonging 
t* 
the 
higher 


civilizations. 


An interesting fact brought out in the 


conversation with Mr. Mowbray was the 
part the bicycle is playing in dress change 
and its consequent effect upon tailoring- 
The bicycle he says is largely reducing the 
amount of formal dress worn by men and 
so reduces tailor's work 
in 
certain 


branches. The sack coat, vestless and 
"panta-wlth-cuffa-on" man is taking the 
place of ,the,more ''correctly" dressed man 
of past years and the manufacture of 
"correct" dress of course is becoming 
more limited. This change, it appears, is 
to become more marked and ths change 
In the manufacture of clothes to fit the 
change of custom will become greater in 
proportion.

In Philadelphia 
Pa,, he btfcame active In some discussion g 
and was arrested oa a string of charges 
su9h as these who incite to riot are ac- 
cused with. He was brought to triaj 
without having had opportunity to pre. 
pare his defense or having had the liberty 
of communicating with anyone about de- 
fending him. When asked to plead to ths 
charges he positively refused to do so and 
appealed in court for protection from 
Sir Julian Panncefote, the embassador 
from England. The appeal stopped pro- 
ceedings and was the means of allowing 
him to get counsel. He was admitted to 
bail and the case against him was com- 
pletely dropped.

Urgent Necessity or Providing 


Homes for Pupils of the 


Normal School. 


GREAT IMPORTANCE TO OUR CITY. 


Ot Seeing that Suitable Arrangement* are 


Mads for the Accommodation of the 


Young People Coming Into Our 


Social Life The Transcript's 


Offer. 


Within a few weeks, perhaps four or 


five, our new normal school of which we 
are justly proud is to be opened. 
Pupils 


will be coming to our city before that 
time looking for boarding places or homes 
as they would like to call them. 
What 


has been done in the community looking 
to providing them With futtabli accommo- 
dations, or with accommodations of any 
kind for that matter 1 


No one can estimate closely the number 


likely to be heie at the opening of the 
school. Should the number to begin with 
chance to be large enough to fill aa ordi- 
nary achocl room, say forty, and should 
they land here with the natural expecta- 
tion that stopping places were provided 
for thero In anticipation of their coming 
what would be done with them ? If they 
wore mostly young men it wouldn't bother 
any one much, for that sex can generally 
take care of itself somehow, but even that 
desirable class of lodgers, particulaily 
desirable probably because they bang 
around the house so little and bl^ss it so 
liberally with their absence, would find it 
difficult to find permanent inexpensive 
quarters here. 


But the large majority of those corni ? 


will be young ladies. Supposing instead 
of forty there should be only a dozen. It 
would be difficult today for anyone to tell 
where a dozen young ladies could find 
suitable stopping places here. The class 
of pupils who will attend the normal 
school as a rule are from good homes and 
of exceptionally refined though not of ex- 
travagant tastes or habits, 


It is a very serious question indeed how 


to provide suitable homes for these desir- 
able young people so soon to be in our 
midst. It is one that has a great deal to 
do with the good name and success of the 
institution we have labored so hard to ob- 
tain and which having obtained is such 
a worthy cause for self congratulation for 
our city. 


The first three months of the Institution 


may decide its success. The first dozen 
pupils may have much to do with it' 
Should even that number of pupils be dis- 
appointed in the hospitalities of our city 
and failing to find suitable homes should 
they go out and elsewhere give informa- 
tion of inhospitable treatment and lack ot 
sccoinmodation It would spread from one 
end of the state to the other and an unen" 
viable reputation be given our normal 
school which might be Its ruin. 


This is of sufficient importance to 


warrant a meeting of men and women of 
this city interested in its welfare to 
discuss practical measures for providing 
for the situation. 
These pupils may 


reasonably be expected to become a very 
important influence for good in the 
literary, musical and social affairs of our 
community and maybe looked forward 
to as valuable additions to our society. 
And when then- numbers reach Into the 
hundreds their influence will be felt to a 
powerful degree in beneficial direction-) 
It is not a matter of charity or phiUr>. 
thropy, the providing of suitable homes 
for them, but a matter of good famines" 
judgment. 


The TRANSCRIPT does not know what 


measures if any may be underway in this 
direction, but without waiting to consult 
the newly appointed principal of the 
normal school about it, upon whom much 
ot this kind of care will fall though it 
ought not to, and knowing that when he 
arrives in the city and the pupils begin to 
arrive he will very likely be glad to 
know of homes into which pupils will 
be received, we will 
very 
gladly 


receive information from any taml'les 
who are Inclined to take normal erhool 
boarders or to rent »*ms to them aid Vill 
preserve the Information for the Ose of 
the principal or pppils when they come. 
This information will not be publisued. 
There is to be no expense connected with 
imparting or receiving it. 


The offer is made simply In the hopes 


that while some better plan may be ar- 
ranged this may be of some assistance to 
all concerned in the matter. It is quite 
the thing in places like Northampton for 
the best homes of the city to afford ac- 
comodation for this choice kind of home- 
seekers. The TBANBCKIPT will be very 
glad to receive the addresses of any such 
homes in this city and will preserve them 
for the assistance of the principal and 
pupils of the normal school.

COLEGROVE PARK PLAN. 


Circumstances that Bring About • Re- 


viva! of Interest In the Scheme. 


The chilly evenings of the past few days 


remind us forcibly that the summer is 
about over and that the methods of en- 
tertainment meet change with the season. 
Looking back over the summer months it 
appear; that the residents oftbis city have 
taken as much plesjc.-e during them as 
the city's circumstances for out-do-r de- 
lights woald permit. That there is a 
great tendency on i«e part of North Ad- 
ams people to use their spare hours in tue 
enjoyments to be found in visiting pleas, 
ant resorts is very evident from tho pat- 
roiKge given the two branches of the 
Hoosah Valley park and Cole's grove. 
The pleasures of the ride, thou-h great, 
seemed to be secondary to the quiet, the 
sociability or the rest to be found at tots? 
two places. 


Those observing these things have seen 


tbat a spot affording that which those 
places give, a spot «asy of access is very 
much needed for the accommodation of 
che people. Among these observer* the 
Colegrove park plan of furnishing such a 
spot for rest or recreation bas come up 
tor favorable consideration again. Tbt. 
large audiences that have weekly at- 
tended the public concerts so generously 
given by Clapp's band have- iu a large 
measure helped to convince them that 
that park, could It be obtained, woiiM be 
one of the most desirable acquisitions to 
the city's institutions. They have seen 
that a place of central location is desired, 
one whict could be reached in the abort. 
est possible time from all city points and 
without exi euse. 


It is remembered that the plan here 


spoken of is to obtal i the use of the Cole- 
grove cemetery, located off North Church 
street, with the several lots in front of it 
and abutting the street, for a small publ'C 
park. At the time this plan was first 
proposed nothing very obstructive to its 
accomplishment arose. All that appeared 
necessary was the obtaining of legislative 
permission to use the cemetery for park 
purposes on the agreement that proper 
disposal be made of the bones of the hon- 
ored dead that rest there, and the pur- 
chase of the property abutting North 
Church street 


At the time there seemed to be no 


serious objections to the bringing abont of 
these ends and the matter was dropped 
principally, it is believed, because the 
being born into cityhood, with its cares 
and advancement, occupied very fully the 
public attention. 
Now tbat the city has 


become a year old and is healthy and well 
and needing in a marked degree some 
pleasure ground it appears that this 
park plan has come to the front as the 
most feasible of supplying it with that 
which it so evidently wants. The advan- 
tages of having the plan pushed to con" 
summation are apparent and will per- 
haps weigh so much in its favor that 
something more than the more propos- 
ing of it will be obtained. 
There is no 


more opportune time than the present to 
consider this thug. The large numbers 
that have moved in the principal streets 
the past summer evenings, that have 
sought even places far outside the city 
limits as a restful change from the house 
and the mill room, tbat have allowed 
their appreciation for good music to over, 
come the great physical discomfort ot 
standing up for hours at a time to listen 
to it, these will be here again next sum- 
mer and it there could be better accom- 
modations for them than there bave been 
in the part the city surely would be PO 
| much the better. The people certainly 
1 would be thankful for them.

is the "crime of 1709," which stealthily 
and quietly, like the silent tread of a 
blind black cat in a dark alley of a dark 
night, adopted the single and inhuman 
standard of temperature advocated by 
that cold hearted wretch Fahrenheit— 
tool of coal bnrdus, cloth producing 
monopolist!), greedy sled and skate 
makers, qnnok doctors and other sharks 
and parasitrn who hva off shivering 
man. This heartless crime, perpetuated 
by » few of Europe's monopolists, has 
inflicted untold misery upon millions of 
bnmau beings. It has made British 
America, Siberia and northern Europe 
cold, barren, uninhabitable wastes and 
confined population mainly to the south- 
ern h»lf of the temperate zone. It has 
caused even this inhabitable area to t« 
so cold for several months of the year 
that industry must be suspended and 
rum must wear clothing and eat great 
quantities of food to keep alive, both 
of which are unnatural and inhuman. 
It is responsible for the misery caused 
by rheumatism, chilblains, pneumonia, 
catarrh and numerous other ills. It in, 
in fart, with the above noted exception, 
the blackest crime ever committed by 
man ngainst man. 


\V'p believe that we can, without the 


aid or consent of any nation on earth, re- 
store the natural freezing point of zero; 
that Finch action would remodify onr de- 
modified climate and make December as 
plea?s«t as May; that it would prac- 
tically abolish ice and snow from our 
laud and make oar great riven and 
lakes navigable the year round; that it 
WOTIM cover half of onr territory with 
oranges, lemons and other tropical fruits 
and make great peach states of Michi- 
gan and Minnesota; that it wonld fr«v. 
us from bondage to coal and lumber 
trustH and clothing monopolists and per- 
mit ns to live oat of doors and with tho 
least possible clothing; that it would 
enable us to live almost without work 
on J'le abundant fruits provided by 
bountiful nature.

DOUBT AND DISASTER. 


Threats of Free Silver Have 


Made Hard Times. 


STILL GEEATEB DANGER AHEAD, 


If the Bllvnr Standard Wai Desirable, the 


Adoption of the Chicago Platform Would 
Have Started C« Toward Prosperity—In- 
•tead We Have Greater Depreiilon, 


One argument that has been repeated- 


ly given aa a reason why Mr. Bryan 
should be elected president and a con- 
gress chosen that would support him in 
his financial views is the need that ex- 
ists of making a change. In arguments, 
both moral and written, that have been 
delivered or that have appeared in the 
central section of our country the 
changes have been rung ou tho state- 
ment that times ore so bad now that a 
silver standard cannot make them worse; 
that it what we have been going through 
for tho past six or eight months is the 
result of a gold standard of value then 
surely a change to a silver standard can- 
not bo attended with serious conse- 
quences, because present conditions are 
about as bad as they could be. This is a 
seemingly plausible but entirely delusive 
argument, for to say of the condition in 
which the United States has been for 
some time past that it is the result of 
the gold standard of value which we 
have maintained is very much like as- 
serting that the remedies used or pre- 
cautions taken at the time of a great 
epidemic — as, for example, Asiatic 
cholera—are the causes of the long list 
of mortality, and that the healthy way 
would be to let the disease run its 
course without check or hindrance of 
any kind. 


The trouble with our present finan- 


cial condition is not that wo have a gold 
standard, but that for a good while past 
we have been threatened with a silver 
one and have been compelled to fight 
this danger, just as the cholera or yel- 
low fever haa to be fought, by prevent- 
ive and rerawSfial measures. The only 
way to properly estimate the value of a 
gold standard is to take those countries 
where a gold staudaul exists and com- 
pare them with our own country, where 
for years post there has been doubt as 
to its continued maintenance. There is 
not the least question that for the last 
six mouths business has been in an ex- 
ceedingly depressed condition all over 
the United States, and yet at the same 
time the gold standard has been main- 
tained by the use of exceptional meth- 
ods. 
On tho other hand, during this last 


six mouths business in Great Britain 
has been carried on in a satisfactory 
and profitable manner, in spite of the 
fact that last year's harvest was a par- 
tial failure and the present harvest 
does not promise much better. There 
has been in Great Britain during the 
last six months not only a gold stand- 
ard of currency, but a standard wi thout 
the shade of » qualification or doubt; 
hence if tho use of gold for the purpose 
of determining monetary values is at- 
tended with such terrible evils as the 
silver orators assert, the hopeless gold 
condition of England would present a 
picture oj industrial horror of the black- 
est description, while in the United 
States, where a gold standard has ouly 
been maintained by extraordinary effort, 
and where a large number of peopla are 
earnestly working to drop it and adopt 
a silver standard, industrial conditions 
—on the hypothesis we have just set 
forth—should be far more favorable. 


The crushing and demoralizing effects 


of gold—assuming such effects to exist 
—should in our case be materially mod- 
ified by the possibilities of relief that 
might come through tho use of silver, 
just aa tha recent hot wave that has 
rolled over us from the west has been 
tempered and modified in this part of 
the country by the cooling influences of 
a sea breeze. 


But in reality the fact that we have 


not the same assurance h«e which exists 
in England that the gold stmclard of 
value will be maintained instead of 
proving of benefit to our industrial in- 
terests has obviously worked to their 
immense detriment England, with its 
certain gold standard, has a thriving in- 
dustrial condition, and the same state- 
ment holds true of the nations of conti- 
nental Europe where the gold standard 
has an established ascendency, but here 
in tho United States, where we have 
enterprise, capital, intelligence 
and 


larger possibilities in the way of unde- 
veloped resources than any other section 
of the world, we have had industry par- 
alyzed and commerce stagnated just in 
proportion as the possibilities of obtain- 
ing the blessings of a silver, currency 
have been largest. 


Wo are told, on the other hand, by 


these silver advocates, that in tho silver 
using countries of the world, such aa 
Mexico, Japan, China and India, indus- 
tries are in a nourishing condition and 
hence the change to a silver standard, if 
made by the United States, would be 
attended by similar industrial improve- 
ments. But those who make these state- 
ments fail to inform their hearers that 
the manufacturing activity to which 
tney refer is brought about and made 
possible by the payment to wage earners 
of practically no higher wages in silver 
now than were {raid when that coin was 
worth intrinsically about twice as much 
as it is, a time when,, given in exchange 
for most of the necessaries of life, it had 
about double its present purchasing 
power. In other words, in these silver 
using countries industrial activity has 
been stimulated because the wages of 
operatives have to all intents and pur- 
poses been out down by one-half, so that 
with this reduction in the cost of pro- 
duction the owners of milli and work- 
shops have been able to sell their goods 
in markets that they] might not other- 
wise have entered. 


This is the prosperity which silver 


promise!, the prosperity of reduced 
vratrca. —BsetoaHeraid.

But now it is a 
mystery; the whole subject of finance is 
a mystery, and what do we see every 
day? Wo sea thosa who devote attention 
to it making fortunes out of this mys- 
tery. 


"Let us do as all (he people of tha 


world have been doing from the begin- 
ning— measure our values by gold, 
adopt the standard that all can. under- 
stand and get rid of this mystery." 


Mr. Logan—What does the senator 


want?. 


Mr. Stewart—I want tho standard ot« 


gold and no paper money not redeemed 
in gold, no paper money tho value of 
which is not as certain, no paper money 
that will organize a gold board to spec- 
ulate in it 
Who pays for this goH 


board? Who pays these immense for- 
tunes? How is it that millions and mil- 
lions can be rolled up annually th»re? 
Did anybody ever calculate who paid 
for it? It comes out of the producers. 
How do theso men exist? By the lati- 
tude wlfioh your depreciated currency 
gives to speculation, and nothing else. 
Persons who are speculating in your de- 
preciated currency are making the mon- 
ey, and they will continue to do so as 
long as you have a depreciated currency. 


"If the farmers would get rich, they 


have got to become skilled in this fluc- 
tuating currency and make corners and 
manipulate the market, and if they do 
that they cannot farm."—Congressional 
Record, Forty-third Congress, Last Sea- 
lion, Volume S, Page 1393.
